including a large supply of coking 
coal necessary for the development 
of the Pacific C steel industry. 

The line is promoted by Sidney 
M. Weil of Albuquerque. It is be- 
lieved here that the Santa Fe Rall 
road is in e background. and 
color is lent to the belief by the 
presence in charge of the loca- 
tion survey, which now is working 
between La Ventana and Farming- 
ton of D. M. Bunker, chief loca- 
tion engineer of the Santa Fe. 
Bunker has been given leave of ab- 
sence by the Santa Fe for this 
work. Sixty teams, according to 
reports reaching here, are also at 
work out of La Ventana, in this 
direction. The Weil rallroad al- 
ready is graded from Albuquerque 
to La Ventana. La Ventana is 100

A bill introduced 
by Senator Oddie of Nevada, car- 
rying out most of these recommen- 
dations, but not in complete agree- 
ment with the commission's find- 
ings, has been before the Senate 
Committee on Interstate Com- 
merce for several weeks. That 
committee pleads that it has. been 
awaiting a report on the measure 
from Sec Hoove- before pro- 
ceeding. 

In the meantime, Senator Rob- 
inson of Arkansas, the Democratic 
leader in the Senate, has intro- 
duced a totally different bill to 
ereate a board of industrial ad- 
juetment to deal coal strikes 
and giving the President power to 
declare an emergency. Dvwplicates 
of his bill have been introduced 
in the House .by a number of 
Democratic members. 

Critics of the measure assert 
that it does nothing more than 
create a glorified board . of con- 
clliators without real power while 
there are already established in 
the Department of Labor a num- 
ber of conelltators with almost as 
much power as the Robinson 
board would have.

Supply Being Wasted 


Expert Asserts New Methods 
Can Double Yield 


Burning of Substitutes for 
Anthracite Defended 


[BY A. v. NIGHT WIRE) 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—DiI- 
vergent views as to the future of 
the Petroleum industry were ex- 
pressed by prominent oli men at 
the opening of hearings today be- 
fore the Federal Oil Conservation 
Board. Expert opinions varied 
from predictions of a shortage in 
the not distant future to asser- 
ions that, by application of the 
most modern methods, as much oil 
might be recovered from known 
fields as has already been taken 
from them. 


Henry L. Doherty of New York 
told the conference that petroleum 
was a wasting national asset, that 
twice as much was being con- 
sumed as was required by the 
market, and that in the event of 
war there was no certainty of an 
adequate supply. 

James O. Lewis, consulting en- 
gineer of Tulsa, Ok., provoked 
much interest by his statement that 
modern pressure methods, using 
compressed air or natural gas to 
force from the sands oil remain- 
ing after natural flow had ceased, 
could yield an average of a bar- 
rel of oil for every barrel already 
recovered. 


URGE REGULATION 
Much discussion centered on the 


unit plan for pool development, 
Mr. Doherty and other speakers 


which would permit or possibly 
compel owners of claims in a sin- 
gle pool to drill only a certain 
number of weil in that pool. 

KE. W. Marland, president of the 

Mariand oil Company, Ponca Citv.

LEASE REPEAL SOUGHT 


| The Secretary said many of the 
constructive minds of the industry 
are inclined to the theory that the 
petroleum deposits of the country 
are being drawn upon too liberally. 
He recommended the repeal of 
Federal statutes requiring the 
leasing of a certain amount of pub- 
lic and Indian lands annually with- 
out any regard for the condition of 
the industry.

Threat of 3 Investigations Possible Deter- 
rent to Deals; Alliances Forming

Just as the swing of the stock market enters the stage where oll 
deals are favorably regarded by banking houses and the public, it be-

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CONTEST SPURS 
CIVIC STUDENTS 
Lightens Teaching Work in 
Important Courses 


Oratory Tournament Head 

Explains Method 

System for Large and 
Small Schools

Principals and heads of public 
speaking departments in various 
schools have applied to Alan 
Nichols, contest manager of The 
Times, for advice as to the most 
effective way of putting the Na- 
tional Oratorical Contest into opera- 
tion in a school, large or small. 

On this point Prof. Nichols 
quotes the following from Ran- 
dolph Leigh, national director of 
the contests, whose statements are 
based on four years of experience, 
during the first of which he fitted 
the contest into the school system 


of California along lines which 


jhave proven so satisfactory there 


that they have not since been ma- 
terially .modified: 

The most important point in 
connection with the contest is that 
it should not be made an extra 
burden on teachers and pupils. On 
the contrary, once teachers grasp 
its possibilities, the contest actu- 
ally serves to lighten their work 
by tnereasing the enthusiasm of 
pupils for two of the most impor- 
tant school courses—history and 
English. 

“In the second place, the basi 
principle of the contest is so simple 
that its operation is virtually the 
same whether in the DeWitt Clin- 
ton High‘ School of New York 
City, with its approximately . 8000 
pupil, or in the Senate 


pupils. 

“To return to the first point: It 
is generally admitted that the 
whole problem of education is to 
eatch and hold the interest of the 
pupil. These contests, enjoying the 
co-operation ot the greatest lead- 
ets and newspapers of the land and 
holding out unequaled inducements 
to pupils, have a dramatic appeal 
which is highly valuable in a clas: 
room. Let me quote Prof. George 


* by Gov. Richardson, Gar- 
t 


J. Jones, head af the history de- 
/ partment of the schools of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, on this point: 
‘The oratorica] contests have revo- 
lutionized our civics courses. What 
Was regarded by pupils as one of 
the most boresome of subjects has 
now become one of the most 
sought-after. We no longer have to 
drag classes through this subject. 
We bulld our 
around the contest, and the results 
are almost magical.’ 

“The same policy can be fol- 
‘lowed in every school, to the ad- 
vantage of teacher dnd pupil alike. 
| Incidentally, the classes referred 
to by Mr. Jones have produced a 
national finalist each year, one of 
whom tied for the national qham- 
pionship. 

“It is not merely the prizes and 
the publicity that are important. 
Indeed, they are secondary. The 
central idea of the contest, which 
really gives it punch, is that gov- 
ernment is not a remote, imper- 
sonal problem, but the most 
_close-at-hand, personal 
portant factor in the, life of each 
individual—-more important.  ulti- 
mately, than bread, for when gov- 
ernment disintegrates, everything, 
even down to food and shelter, 
goes with it. Ja 

“Furthermore, we try to pre- 
sent the drama of gévernment in 
terms of its most dramatic per- 
sonalitles— Washington, Hamilton, 
Franklin, Jefferson, Lincoln, etc. 
Above all, in seeking to interest 
pupils in these great personalities 
we try to keep clear the distinc- 
tion between heroes and gods. We 
are not trying to deify the men 
who made or are making America, 
for the moment that policy is fol- 
lowed the hero, who is made into 
a plaster-cast god loses his mov- 
ing power for young le. If 
we would keep our giants great in 
thelr capacity to quicken and 
thrill, we must keep them human. 

“As to the actual operation of 
the contest in a school, the plan is 
simple enough. There should be a 
teachers’ committee to supervise 
it—possibly of five members, bet- 
ter still, of three, ideally of one 
real enthusiast. The bigger the 
committee, the smaller the re- 
sults. This committee should en- 
deavor to get history and English 
teachers to give credit in 
courses for really first-class work 
in the contest. This its entirely
